Council awards bid 
to renovate old water

The West Fiberty City Council ap- 
proved the second readings of two bud- 
get amendments for federal grants, with 
one being temporarily suspended due to 
the new Democrat Congress’s decision 
to curtail the practice of “earmarkng” 
funds by individual congressmen. 

Mayor Bob Nickell said he recently 
spoke with representatives from U.S. 
Rep. Hal Rogers’s office about the 
$400,000 PRIDE sewer improvement 
grant earmarked for the city, which has 
been delayed indefinitely. 

“When I called Hal Rogers’s office I 
was told the grant should be available 
when the federal budget is completed,” 
Nickell said. “However, we don’t know 
when this will be due to the changes 
currently taking place in Washington.” 

Nickell also gave an update on the 
$100,000 Community Facilities federal 
firetruck grant, and other fire department 
projects. 

“The new firetruck has been or- 
dered,” Nickell said. “We could possi- 
bly have it by early September. We are 
also still working with the state to se- 
cure land for the new firehouse project. 
The property is located on the west side 
of Index Hill, and we hope to acquire it 
soon.” 

In other business, the council moved 
to donate a 1990 Ford truck to the county 
for snow removal, with Morgan County 
Judge Executive Tim Conley in atten- 
dance. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said the truck 
is part of an exchange agreement be- 



Move declares WLES a 
new school because of 
anticipated change

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation held a special meeting Jan. 19 to 
consider changing West Fiberty Elemen- 
tary School’s school name and number 
due to an influx of Wrigley Elementary 
School students who will be attending 
WEES next year. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said the board moved to declare 
WLES a new school based on the an- 
ticipated population increase due to the 
closing next year of the school at 
Wrigley and requested a new school 
number. 

“There will be 110 students remain- 
ing at WLES along with 135 Wrigley 
students for the 2007-2008 school year,” 
Gold said. “This means we basically 
have a new school due to the change in 
students and staff. Because of this, the 
board decided to change the school num- 
ber, but no decision has been made about 
the name.” 

Gold said the possibility of a new 
name is open for discussion. 

“We had some WLES staff who 
wanted the name to remain the same,” 
Gold said. “However, if the issue is 
brought up again we can talk about a 
new name. Until then, we have decided 



tween the city and the county. 

“The truck we donated to the county 
was a surplus truck that we had in the 
past loaned to them,” Barker said. “They 
fixed up the truck, so we agreed to do- 
nate it to them. The county in exchange 
agreed to donate a sump pump to the 
city.” 

Council members also awarded a bid 
to Kenney Construction to renovate the 
old water plant on Keeton Heights. 

“The city has received $400,000 to 
remodel the old water plan for a back- 
up water supply,” Barker said. “When 
this is done, the city will have ability to 
pump water out of the river in case of 
an emergency.” 

Members approved a zone change 
request from John Motley for office 
space on Glenn Avenue. 

“Mr. Motley has some land on Glenn 
Avenue that was zoned for residential 
use,” Barker said. “He requested that we 
change the zoning to business so he 
could open an office space for his busi- 
ness, Motley Rentals. The council 
agreed to grant his request.” 

The council also entered into the Haz 
Mat Eight agreement, which allows the 
city and county to work with other emer- 
gency agencies during crises. The agree- 
ment also includes Bath, Bracken, 
Fleming, Lewis, Mason, Menifee, Mont- 
gomery and Robertson counties. 

“This is a routine agreement,” Barker 
said. “I am the applicant’s agent for the 
program again this year. The council also 
designated Councilman Mark Walter to 
be in charge during an emergency situa- 
tion in the event of the mayor’s ab- 
sence.” 

Before adjournment, the police and 
E911 departments distributed annual 
reports to council members, with no re- 
ports from remaining city departments.

In other business, the board entered 
into executive session to discuss poten- 
tial litigation and land acquisition for a 
new elementary school site.

Before adjournment, members dis- 
cussed informational items, including 
session sign-up for the Kentucky School 
Board Convention in February, and a 
state proposal that the upcoming school 
year not begin across the commonwealth 
until late August.

Northup Makes It A 
3- Way Race For GOP 
Nomination

The painful Chinese water tor- 
ture inflicted on Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher by the top leadership of 
Fletcher’s own Republican party 
came to an end last week with the 
announcement by former U.S. 
Rep. Anne Northup, of Louis- 
ville, that she will oppose the 
governor’s nomination for a sec- 
ond term in May. 

The drip-drip-drip of criticism 
aimed at Fletcher by state GOP 
leaders and elected officials since 
last summer failed to drive 
Fletcher out of the 2007 race. 

The 18 -month long state hir- 
ing scandal, Fletcher’s own in- 
dictment here and his plea agree- 
ment with Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo to drop the indictments 
drove Fletcher’s approval rating 
down to such a low level that 
many in the Republican party 
leadership are convinced Fletcher 
cannot beat a Democratic ticket 
in the November general election. 

Northup’s announcement 
Wednesday was overshadowed in 
the state media by a flaming train 
derailment in Jefferson County, 
release of the last moments of a 
commuter plane that crashed in 
Fayette County in August and a 
serious school bus accident in 
Grant County on the same day. 

But Northup’s comments at 
the press announcement at the 
capitol give a good idea of the 
tack she will take in unseating an 
incumbent governor of her own 
party: 

Ernie Fletcher cannot be 
elected to another term. 

That is essentially the only ar- 
gument Northup needs to make 
when she ventures out of the ur- 
ban congressional district in 
Jefferson County she represented 
for a decade until losing in No- 
vember. 

Fletcher loyalist Farry Forgy 
is correct when he says Northup 
is “better known in Clark County, 
Ind., than she is in Clark County, 
Ky.” 

But when Northup goes to 
Clark County, Ky. to campaign 
among the party faithful, the 
“Fletcher can’t win” theme will 
get the attention of Republican 
voters, many of whom did not 
need much convincing. 

After all, Fletcher was the first 
Republican governor in three de- 
cades when he was elected in 
2003. GOP primary voters under- 
standably do not want to lose that 
long-sought goal because 



Fletcher essentially botched the 
opportunity those same voters 
gave him four years ago. 

Of course, if she wins the Re- 
publican nomination, either out- 
right or in a runoff, Northup’s 
challenge will then be to convince 
a lot of Democrats, who gave 
Fletcher his landslide victory in 
2003, to trust a second Republi- 
can former member of congress 
with running state government 
without getting indicted this time 
around. 

And I do not think the third 
GOP candidate for governor, 
Paducah businessman Billy 
Harper, can be counted out en- 
tirely. 

The television ads he spent 
$2.5 million on over the last few 
months were generally ineffec- 
tive, but his latest ad points in he 
direction Harper’s campaign will 
take - the tried and sometimes 
true attack on incumbent politi- 
cians. Harper promises to repeal 
the much-maligned alternative 
minimum tax on small business 
Fletcher endorsed and the new 
money it generated. The ad also 
raises the specter of “pork 
projects” in Frankfort and Wash- 
ington, an all-inclusive slam at 
both Fletcher and Northup. 

The skeptics - myself among 
them - did not give John Y. 
Brown Jr. or Wallace Wilkinson, 
both wealthy businessmen with- 
out political experience, much 
attention when they opened their 
checkbooks and began running 
for governor. Both, of course, 
defied conventional wisdom and 
became governor. 

Or Harper could end up throw- 
ing away millions in the manner 
of Fouisville businessman Bruce 
Funsford, who ended up with- 
drawing from the Democratic pri- 
mary at the last minute in 2003. 

Harper may not win, but with 
the help of his own wealth, he can 
make campaign life difficult for 
both Fletcher and Northup, per- 
haps generating enough support 
to require a June runoff when no 
one receives more than 40 percent 
of the primary vote. 

And with so many viable 
Democratic candidates in the run- 
ning to move Fletcher out the 
Governor’s Mansion, there well 
may be a Democratic runoff as 
well. 

Which means a whole of po- 
litical money is going to be spent 
in this state before the Fourth of 
July fireworks are set off next 
summer.

Prewitt’s motion 
died for lack of a second, much 
to the pleasure of a large anti-li- 
quor contingent that attended the 
meeting.

According to 
Reynolds, citizens may act as a 
militia in times of crisis, the same 
as they did in Colonial times. The 
founding fathers “drew no real 
distinction between resisting bur- 
glars, foreign invaders or domes- 
tic tyrants: All were wrongdoers 
that good citizens had the right, 
and the duty, to oppose with 
force,” he says. 

“Last month, Greenleaf, 
Idaho, population 862, adopted 
Ordinance 208, calling for its citi- 
zens to own guns and keep them 
ready in their homes in case of 
emergency,” according to a story 
by Reynolds. “It’s not a response 
to high crime rates. As The As- 
sociated Press reported, 
‘Greenleaf doesn’t really have 
crime ... the most violent offense 
reported in the past two years was 
a fist fight.’ Rather, it’s a state- 
ment about preparedness in the 
event of an emergency, and an 
effort to promote a culture of self- 
reliance. Greenleaf is following 
in the footsteps of Kennesaw, 
Ga., which in 1982 passed a man- 
datory gun ownership law in re- 
sponse to a handgun ban passed 
in Morton Grove, 111.” 

“Kennesaw ’s crime dropped 
sharply, while Morton Grove’s 
did not. Experts don’t think the 
Kennesaw ordinance, which has 
never actually been enforced, did 
much to change gun ownership 
rates among Kennesaw resi- 
dents,” writes Reynolds. “And, 
given that Greenleaf ’s mayor has 
estimated that 80 percent of the 
town’s residents already own 
guns, the new ordinance can’t 
make all that much of a differ- 
ence. But criminals are likely to 
suspect that towns with laws like 
these on the books will be unsym- 
pathetic to malefactors in general, 
and to conclude that they will do 
better elsewhere.”

Hello from the Judge 
Executive’s Office. 

We have just received our 
Memorandum of Agreement from 
the state for the Animal Shelter 
in the amount of $150,000 and the 
Fire & Rescue Departments for 
$48,000. This money will insure 
projects, hopefully within the 
next 30 days. 

It is the time of year when our 
gravel roads become muddy. We 
will be working these roads as we 
can. The heavy trucks that we 
used do more damage on wet 
roads than good, so we try to 
work the roads early in the morn- 
ings while the ground is still 
chilled, so that ruts are less likely 
to occur. 

Last year, we received over 
$500,000 for blacktop. All of this 
money was used on the roads for 
which it allocated. This is the time 
of year to ask for new projects. I 
have requested $750,000 for 
blacktop for this year. We will not 
have an answer on this request 
before June. I am working with 
the magistrates and driving roads 
with each of the magistrates, pri- 
oritizing roads that blacktop in 
each district.

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program was in 1994 created by 
the Kentucky General Assembly 
to help agricultural and silvicul- 
ture operations protect the soil 
and water resources of the Com- 
monwealth. This financial and 
technical assistance program as- 
sists individual agriculture pro- 
ducers in the development and 
implementation of their agricul- 
ture water quality plans, which are 
required under state law. Any per- 
son engaged in agricultural or sil- 
viculture operations is eligible to 
apply through the local conserva- 
tion district, which oversees the 
installation of best management 
practices. The State Cost Share 
program gives a high priority to 
animal waste related problems 
and agricultural district partici- 
pants where pollution problems 
have been identified. The best 
management practices, approved 
through the State Cost Share Pro- 
gram, help reduce animal waste 
nutrients, prevent the loss of top- 
soil, and minimize sediment and 
other pollutants to Kentucky’s 
streams, rivers, lakes and ground- 
water supplies. Among the eigh- 
teen practices eligible under the 
State Cost Share Program, some 
of the most frequently installed 
practices are Agricultural Waste 
Control Facility, Heavy Use Area 
Protection, Rotational Grazing 
System Establishment, Stream 
Crossing, and Streambank Stabi- 
lization. Please contact your lo- 
cal conservation district office for 
details on all eligible practices. In 
the first twelve years of this pro- 
gram, the Division of Conserva- 
tion has received 21,465 applica- 
tions seeking $214 million in cost 
share assistance.

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Applicants sought for Ky.’s 
math and science academy 



Program for advanced 
high school juniors and 
seniors will be at WKU 

The state’s first Academy of 
Mathematics and Science is seek- 
ing applications from 120 ad- 
vanced high school students. 
Funded by state legislature, the 
academy will be the 14th nation- 
wide residential school with a 
focus on math and science. 

“Thanks to the support of 
Kentucky’s legislature, priority is 
back with students to ensure fu- 
ture success for the state,” said 
Cory Alderdice, the academy’s 
planning coordinator. 

Tim Gotts, director of the pro- 
gram, reported that Kentucky 
ranks 47th in the number of sci- 
entists and engineers. 

“There are several factors for 
this ranking,” Gotts said. “One is 
that the state has never fully pro- 
moted these studies and another 
is the fact that we are a small 
state. But because of that, we are 
capable of showing the greatest 
degree of increase. First fruits of 
this program should be evident 
within five years.” 

Gotts said many people are 
just taking notice of the shift in 
economies in places such as 
China and India. The reason, he 
said, is that other countries have 
much higher expectations of stu- 
dents. 

The academy will be based at 
Western Kentucky University in 
Bowling Green, which is also 
home of the Center for Gifted 
Studies for middle and high 
school students. The new acad- 
emy is a residential early admis- 
sions college for 60 high school 
juniors and 60 high school se- 
niors who have demonstrated in- 
terest in pursuing careers in sci- 
ence, technology, engineering 
and mathematics. 

The goal is to enable excep- 
tional young scientists and math- 
ematicians to learn in an environ- 
ment which offers advanced edu- 
cational opportunities. After two 
years, academy students will 
have their high school diploma 
as well as any where between 60 
to 70 college credit hours. 

“There are students across the 
state with needs that cannot be 
met by traditional educational,” 
Alderdice said. “These students 
have outstripped their curriculum 
and schools don’t know what to 
do with them.” 

Instead of spending their jun- 
ior and senior years in traditional 
high schools, the students will 
live in Schneider Hall on WKU’s 
campus and take courses offered 
by WKU professors. 

“Far more rigorous than tra- 
ditional education, this is not just 
math and science — it’s engi- 
neering and technology. Students 
have to be able to step up their 
game and do it with enthusiasm,” 
Alderdice said. 

Students will have the oppor- 
tunity to take classes in a broad 
range of academic interests in- 
cluding humanities, languages, 
or social sciences, in addition to 
their focus on math and science. 



Interest and ability in math and 
science may be supplemented 
with opportunities for research 
during the academic year as well 
as in the summer. The academy 
also provides internship opportu- 
nities. 

“There are two parts to what 
the academy strives achieve,” 
Gotts said. “We want it to be the 
most amazing tool for students to 
use in order to meet their aca- 
demic needs and we want to pro- 
vide them with the highest level 
of opportunities available. 

“The academy is a gateway 
for the state to rise above the sta- 
tistics and maximize the wealth 
of students prepared for leader- 
ship roles in Kentucky.” 



Small businesses 
are targeted by 
cable companies 

Cable operators, which have 
pummeled telephone companies 
in recent years by luring away 
more than eight million residen- 
tial phone customers, are now 
going after their rivals’ business 
subscribers, according to a story 
by Peter Grant in The Wall Street 
Journal. 

Time Warner Inc. and 
Cable vision Systems Corp. and 
others are making major pushes 
to offer packages of phone, TV 
and high-speed Internet service to 
small and midsize businesses, 
using networks originally de- 
signed for transmitting television 
signals and often undercutting 
local phone companies’ prices. 



Telecom companies sell all 
business customers about $115 
billion of services annually, but 
most cable operators have their 
eye on businesses with one to 100 
employees, currently a $25 bil- 
lion market, according to cable 
executives. Cable operators are 
hopeful they can carve out as 
much as a 20% market share 
partly by convincing businesses 
owners who take broadband ser- 
vices at home that it will work 
just as well, and for less money, 
at their offices. 

For many small business own- 
ers, the cable offer represents the 
first time they have had an alter- 
native to the local phone com- 
pany, analysts say. 

Telephone companies deny 
they don’t serve small businesses 
well. They have responded to the 
new competition by improving 
services, offerings and — in some 



cases — even prices for smaller 
customers. AT&T, for instance 
recently began offering small 
businesses that subscribed to 
multiple services a discount of as 
much as 20% on wireless.

End of quotas make 
a burley harvesting 
machine viable 

The end of federal quotas and 
price supports has turned burley 
tobacco from a mainstay of small 
farmers to a plantation-type crop 
for large farmers. That, and a 
shortage of immigrant labor to 
harvest the crop, means that the 
time may have come for a to- 
bacco harvesting machine devel- 
oped by engineers at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky and the manu- 
facturer, GCH International of 
Fouisville. 

“This is really the industrial 
revolution for burley tobacco,” 
GCH President Jeff Androla told 
Greg Hall of The Courier-Jour- 
nal. Androla said he doesn’t see 
how farmers can continue to find 
the labor needed to cut tobacco 
in the traditional way. The U.S. 
Agriculture Department said 
some Kentucky burley growers 
couldn’t harvest their crop in time 
last year because they couldn’t 
get enough workers. 

The machines sell for 
$379,000. Androla said about 
five growers are seriously consid- 
ering ordering the harvester. Pro- 
ducing one machine would take 
up to four months, but making 
them in multiples could shorten 
that time, he said.

Feds eye limits on 
Medicaid payments 
to rural providers 

Rural hospitals and nursing 
homes, especially those owned 
by governments, would get less 
federal money under a proposal 
to cut $4 billion in spending from 
the federal-state Medicaid pro- 
gram for the poor and disabled, 
The Associated Press reports. 
“We expect this rule to have a sig- 
nificant economic impact on a 
substantial number of small enti- 
ties, specifically health care pro- 
viders that are operated by units 
of government,” said the federal 
Center for Medicaid and State 
Operations. 

The center pays 50 to 76 per- 
cent of Medicaid, depending on 
poverty in a state. In Kentucky, 
the feds pay 7 1 percent. “In many 
states, financing arrangements 
between health care providers 
and the state result in the federal 
government paying more than the 
law says it should,” AP’s Kevin 
Freking writes. 

The proposed change would 
keep Medicaid payments to 
health care providers operated by 
local governments from exceed- 
ing actual costs. “According to 
federal data, there are 1,153 hos- 
pitals operated by local govern- 
ments or hospital districts; 822 
nursing homes with such owner- 
ship; and 113 intermediate care 
centers for the mentally re- 
tarded,” AP reports.

SALYERSVILLE — The 
body of a Magoffin County 
woman missing since Dec. 23 
was discovered Saturday in 
Quicksand Creek at a location off

been murdered and her body 
dumped in a remote area on the 
Magoffin-Breathitt county line. 
An autopsy report revealed that 
Rowe had been shot multiple 
times.

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Kels Nickell - a life on the Plains 



At age 26, Morgan native had seen more tragedy and adventure than most people 
experience in a lifetime; Range wars would bring more tragedy - Last of a series

After the trial and execution, 
Kels bought a ranch near 
Saratoga, Wyoming, on a branch 
of the North Platte River and 
stayed there for a while. He later 
bought most of the mining town 
of Encampment after it went 
“bust” and lived there. Kels Jr. 
returned there after graduating 
from Hazel Green. He worked for 
awhile as a shepherd but had al- 
ways been interested in trains. He 
began working for the Union Pa- 
cific as a fireman and later an en- 
gineer. He enlisted in the army 
and served with the 62nd Engi- 
neer Company in France during 
World War I. After the war he re- 
turned to Encampment and 
worked for the Union Pacific. 
Kels Sr. and Mary returned to 
Kentucky in 1929 for one last 
visit and treatment for his cancer. 
They traveled by motor car on 
what must have been a long tire- 
some journey. While at the home 
of his brother James Harlan at 
Helechawa he passed away Oc- 
tober 13, 1929. James Harlan 
Nickell owned the farm that Bill 
Jack Nickell now owns and re- 
sides on. Kels was returned to 
Wyoming for burial. The En- 
campment Wyoming Echo car- 
ried his obituary in the October 
24th, 1929 edition: Kels P. 
Nickell, born April 8, 1855 in 
Morgan County Kentucky died 



October 13, 1929 at Helechawa, 
Kentucky. Funeral services were 
held at Cheyenne Wyoming Oc- 
tober, 16 and burial made in the 
family plot at Lakeview Cem- 
etery. Mr. Nickell, who has been 
a resident of Encampment for the 
past 21 years came west in 1875. 
He was married to Miss Mary 
Mahoney of Camp Carlin, Wyo- 
ming. To them nine children were 
born, seven of whom are living. 
Mr. Nickell was a man of strong 
convictions, which he staunchly 
defended in the face of all oppo- 
sition, commanding the respect 
even of his adversaries. He is sur- 
vived by his wife and eight chil- 
dren, two of whom are in busi- 
ness in Encampment. They are 
Kels Patrick, proprietor of the 
National Garage, Mrs. C. H. (Ida) 
Ashley, a partner of her husband 
in the C&I Novelty Store. Other 
surviving children are Fred of 
Saratoga, Harlan of Mt. Hope, 
West Virginia, Mrs. Frank (Julia) 
Cook of Evanston, Wyoming, 
Mrs. Lon (Katherine) Chase of 
Langley, Washington and 
Beatrice (Trixie) of Seattle, 
Washington. Also John Deshea 
Nickell II, son of a former mar- 
riage. 

Kels Nickell, an adventurous 
boy from Morgan County, played 
an important part in western his- 
tory and the settling of Wyoming 
Territory. His life had been

touched by two tragedies, the first 
a result of hatred and bitterness 
during the Civil War and the sec- 
ond from the unwillingness of 
others to share the open range and 
accept new ideas. John Desha 
Nickell and his grandson, Willie, 
had both been shot in the back by 
assassins 38 years apart, both in 
sight of their homes. Their kill- 
ers were convicted in courts of 
law and ended up on the gallows. 
Tom Horn’s conviction and ex- 
ecution ended several decades of 
killings and range war between 
sheep men, cattlemen and home- 
steaders. After his execution the 
trouble on the range ceased. Some 
felt that was the reason while oth- 
ers felt it ended when Kels and 
his sheep were gone, or simply 
because people had decided that 
violence was not the solution. 
Descendants of Tom Horn held a 
“mock” trial in Cheyenne in 1993 
hoping to overturn the verdict and 
obtain a pardon. The Nickell de- 
scendents petitioned Governor 
Mike Sullivan to not issue a par- 
don. No action was taken and the 
debate continues about who really 
killed Willie Nickell. A new book 
by Chip Carlson, “Blood on the 
Moon,” gives a very good ac- 
count of Tom Horn’s life and Kels 
Nickell’s life at Iron Mountain. 
Lynn Nickell’s book, “Hanging 
Justice,” gives a detailed account 
of John Desha Nickell’ s murder 



and the resulting legal proceed- 
ings. A 1980 movie, “Tom Horn,” 
starring Steve McQueen as Horn, 
was made about the incident and 
loosely follows some of the 
events. John Desha and his 
brother, Joseph Desha Nickell, 
were both born at the time Penn- 
sylvania born Joseph Desha was 
the Governor of Kentucky. John 
Desha Nickell and Joseph Desha 
Nickell’s names were also spelled 
Deshea on some documents. Kels 
Nickell was buried next to his son 
at the Lakeview Cemetery. Mary 
passed away in April 1936 and 
was buried beside her husband. 
John Coble shot himself in the 
lobby of the Commercial Hotel in 
Elko, Nevada, in 1914. He is bur- 
ied a few feet from the Nickell 
family. Wyoming Territory was 
granted statehood on July 10, 
1890.

Money available to improve property for wildlife habitat 



Money is available for land- 
owners or managers who want to 
improve their property for wild- 
life. 

Funding comes through the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentives Pro- 
gram, or WHIP, and applications 
are now being accepted. Improv- 
ing the fields and forests for wild- 
life can be as simple as putting 
trees and shrubs in the ground, 



planting certain types of grasses, 
or fencing cattle away from 
creeks and thickets. The incentive 
program helps pay for these im- 
provements. To participate, you 
must own or control he property 
and be willing to improve 10 
acres or more. Since the program 
is about growing a home for wild- 
life rather than feeding animals, 
food plots are not eligible. 



Funding for projects is com- 
petitive, with the best applications 
considered first. Anyone inter- 
ested in the 2007 incentives pro- 
gram should apply by Jan. 31. 

Applications for the wildlife 
habitat program are now being 
accepted at Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) 
offices throughout the state. To

Dessie Scott Children’s 
Home to close in Wolfe Co. 



Children to be dispersed, 
Cost to local economy: 73 
jobs, over $790,000 a year 

Buckhorn Children & Famiy 
Services in Perry County has an- 
nounced that it is suspending op- 
erations at Dessie Scott 
Children’s Home in Wolfe 
County due to a lack of funding. 

Anne Star, CEO of Buckhorn, 
met with the Dessie Scott work- 
ers Monday, Jan. 8, to announce 
the decision. Star said the Dessie 
Scott Center is losing money each 
month and that the state has sus- 
pended referrals to facility, which, 
she said, would create a larger 
budget deficit. She gave no rea- 
son for the state’s decision. 

The Center will close its doors 
Feb. 1. 

Dessie Scott Children’s Home 
was given to Buckhorn for $1.00 
by the late Louise Winchip to 
operate as a residential treatment 
program for troubled children. 
“Ms. Chips” cared for homeless 
and troubled children for many 
years at the Home at Pine Ridge, 
and her only wish was that 
Buckhorn would continue to care 
for needy children on the Dessie 
Scott campus. 

The 48 children currently re- 



siding at Dessie Scott will have 
to be moved to other facilities, 
foster care homes, and private 
hospitals and various other place- 
ments, according Principal Kenny 
Bell. 

“These children have been 
moved around their entire lives 
and another move will be another 
traumatic experience for the chil- 
dren at Dessie Scott, Bell said. 

Buckhorn ’s decision to close 
Dessie Scott will also be a huge 
blow to Wolfe County. Dessie 
Scott has 73 employees and is the 
second biggest employer in Wolfe 
County with an annual payroll of 
over $790,000 with entry level 
jobs paying $8.50 an hour. In ad- 
dition, the school employed a 
number of professionals, includ- 
ing treatment directors, therapists, 
nurses, and a campus director. 

Dessie Scott also brought over 
$500,000 a year for the Wolfe 
County school system. 

Employees and concerned citi- 
zens are urging residents to con- 
tact their Senators and Represen- 
tatives and voice their concern 
over the closing and the loss of 
jobs.

Benefit Statements 
Mailed This Month 

It is not too early to begin 
gathering the information you 
will need to file your income 
taxes. And, if you receive Social 
Security benefits, you will be 
glad to know your Social Secu- 
rity Benefit Statement , or Form 
SSA-1099, can be expected to 
arrive in the mail this month. 

Beneficiaries will need this 
1099 Benefit Statement to com- 
plete their federal income tax re- 
turn and to find out whether their 
benefits are subject to income 
tax. Generally, you have to pay 
taxes on your Social Security 
benefits if your total annual in- 
come is more than $25,000 as an 
individual or $32,000 for a 
couple. Fewer than a third of ben- 
eficiaries pay taxes on their ben- 
efits. 

The Benefit Statement shows 
the gross amount of benefits that 
were due and the net amount of 
benefits paid. The 1099 also 
shows the amount of any pay- 
ments (such as Medicare premi- 
ums) that were withheld. 

The 1099 Benefit Statement 
should not be confused with the 
Social Security Statement, which 
is mailed to all workers age 25 
or older not yet receiving benefits 
and gives an estimate of future 
benefits available. The 1099 Ben- 
efit Statement , mailed in January, 
reports the amount of benefits a 
person has received in the past 
year. 

If you got Social Security ben- 
efits in 2006 and you do not find 
a Social Security Benefit State- 
ment in your mailbox by Jan. 3 1 , 
or if you need a replacement 
copy, you can request one online 
by visiting our website at 
www. socialsecurity.gov/ 
onlineservices. Or you can call 
Social Security’s toll-free num- 
ber, 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 1- 
800-325-0778). 

For more information on taxa- 
tion of Social Security benefits, 
call the Internal Revenue 
Service’s toll-free number, 1- 
800-829-3676, to ask for Publi- 
cation 554, Tax Information for 
Older Americans.

During the winter months, 
home orchard owners need to 
protect their fruit trees from rab- 
bits and voles. But hold off on 
any pruning until after the worst 
of the cold, winter weather has 
passed. 

Rabbits and voles injure fruit 
trees by chewing the bark from 
the lower trunk and portions of 
the roots. This damage may kill 
or severely weaken the trees. 

If grass has grown up around 
the base of the trees, it should be 
removed so as not to provide 
cover for rabbits and voles. If 
your trees are mulched, pull the 
mulch back for five to six inches 
at the base of the trunk to keep 
the rodents away. 

Pick up and discard any fruit 
that remains beneath the trees to 
avoid attracting the rodents. 
Cleaning up fruit from the 
ground should be a part of annual 
fall and winter orchard cleanup. 

Finally, install rodent guards 
around the lower trunk. These 
may be plastic wrap guards that 
are commercially available. 
Home orchard owners can also 
construct their own guards using 



quarter inch hardware cloth. 

The guards should cover the 
trunk to a height of 1 8 inches and 
encircle the trunk. During the 
winter months inspect the ground 
around the trees for tunnels in the 
grass or holes indicating vole ac- 
tivity. Use snap traps when vole 
activity is noted. 

Prior to spring growth, prune 
out dead and diseased wood. 
Pruning increases air movement 
within the tree canopy, poten- 
tially reduces pest problems, im- 
proves spray coverage and pro- 
motes high-quality fruit produc- 
tion. Late February, March or 
early April usually is the best 
time to prune. Resource: Dr. John 
Strang, UK horticulture special- 
ist.

re-opens rental asst, 
waiting list Jan. 16 

Kentucky Housing Corpora- 
tion has announced that effective 
Jan. 16, it has re-opened its wait- 
ing list to apply for Section 8 
Tenant-Based rental assistance. 
Due to the high demand for hous- 
ing assistance, Kentucky Hous- 
ing was forced to close its wait- 
ing list when it peaked at more 
than 12,000 requests in 2004. 

The Tenant-Based Rental As- 
sistance Program allows partici- 



pants to locate and rent a house, 
duplex, apartment or mobile 
home on their own using a hous- 
ing choice voucher, as long as the 
dwelling meets the U.S. Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) housing guidelines. 
The housing assistance stays with 
the participant. Kentucky Hous- 
ing receives funding from HUD 
which is used to pay rent to own- 
ers on behalf of the program par- 
ticipants. 

Kentucky Housing adminis- 
ters the Section 8 Housing 
Choice Voucher Program for 87 
Kentucky counties. A list of these 



counties and a pre-application 
form can be found by clicking on 
the Rental link at 
www.kyhousing.org. Applicants 
may also request an application 
by calling one of Kentucky 
Housing’s offices. Residents of
